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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . This is in response to the amendment filed on 06/1 8/2009. 

2. Claims 1, 3-10, 12-19, 21-27 are allowed. Prior art of record, "C# Language 
Specification", Version 0.28, describes target types in an expression in the C# language and the 
determination of the types. 

The Claims 1, 3-10, 12-19, 21-27 are amended. Applicants pointed out the amended 
claims are in the manner for, "determining that the operator is not defined over at least one 
operand". 

"Anticipation requires the presence in a single prior art disclosure of all elements of a 
claimed invention arranged as in the claim." Connell v.Sears, Roebuck & Co., 722 F.2d 
1542, 1548 (Fed. Cir. 1983). 

With the amendment in claim 1, and in the same manner in independent claims 8, 10, 17, 
19, and 26, Applicants pointed out the amended claims are not taught by "C# Language 
Specification.
